WHAT IS TO BE DONE? 
“A very difficult question,” the P res­ 
ident calls the traffic casualties of tha- 
time. The figures that he cites—24,000 
person* killed 
in a year 
upon th 
streets and highways of the country, 
and probably more than 500,000 in­ 
jured. This means that over a period 
of the same length as our participa­ 
tion in the w'orld war Americans are 
losing three-fourths as many lives on 
streets and roads as they lost to Ger­ 
man bullets, and running up in addi­ 
tion a non-fatal casualty list thrice as 
great as they did abroad.

milk making . 
It is this lack of fresh air on many farms during the ¡.mg 
winter months that Is believed by practical farmers to be the underlying 
cause for much of the sickness among the animals.

in 1924 and 1923, when production was at a record level. With prices 
approximately 50 per cent higher this year than last year, hog pro­ 
ducers have had an especially profitable season. The range of prices 
has run from $10.00 to almost $14.50 per hundred pounds, the peak s 
being reached in March, July and September. 
Domestic consumptive demand has been k een throughout the year 
in spite e* higher retail price» for pork products. Exports have been 
the smaJh^t in a number of years. 
The ratio between prices of hogs and com prices turned favorably 
for the ffl*der last spring and is now the best that it has been since 
1922. L;uit spring’s pig crop in the corn belt, which is now coming on 
the mark et, 
estimated to be 10.6 per cent less than the pig crop 
of the spring of 1924. 
This indicates that rather high prices are 
lik e.!? to bo maintained during most of the 1926 season, unless a very 
large crvp o f hogs is produced and pushed rapidly into the mark ets. 
Excepting the months of January and February, receipts at the eleven 
leading mark eU ci tha country, have gone below the 675,000 level and 
from Jun* to ».wmvtV*' have been below the 550,000 mark .
